GRANITE CITY — A request 
to- reconsider a roadblock denial 
was made to the City Council on 
Wednesday. 

Sylvia Theis, vice president of 
the Pontoon Beach Lioness Club, 
asked the aldermen to reconsid- 
er the club’s request to have a 
roadblock at the interséction of 
Pontoon, Johnson_and. Febling 
roads on May 2. The council vot- 
ed March 24 to file the club’s 


*pguest. 

"Tf the club is not allowed to 
have a roadblock, Theis said the 
club’s funding would be cut 
‘back. She said she wasn't given 


a reason why the roadblock was 
denied. Z 

The May 2 roadblock would be 
part of a statewide fund raising 
event, Theis said. 

Under state law, organizations 
are required to be engaged in a 
statewide fund raising activily to 
have a roadblock on a state 
highway within a city. A city 
ordinance, incorporating guide- 
lines set in the law, is required, 
said City Attorney Mark Golden- 
berg. 


“My opinion, as far as Nameo- 
ki Road is concerned, the city

rize that," Goldenberg said.
